“He desired students from all 
parts of the country to have ad- 
vantu{tes of {i;eneral education 
under the jurisdiction of the fed- 
eral government at its permanent 
seat, where, us he said, its ‘laws 
and policy’ could bt* better iiii 
derstood' than in any other 
locality. He was particularly 
anxious to promote the sentiment 
of unity by providing suitable 
opportunities for the young imm 
of the country to become 
acquainted With the workiii{?« of 
its institutions. The advantages 
whieh he pointed out still exist, 
and have beim reinfwced by the 
oiqiortmiities utTorded by the im 
portant edmational material 
which has here been aceunmlated.

In order that the views of the 
students may be obtained as to 
the projier location of the new 
site for the George Washington 
University, the presidents of the 
various classes have lieen iv- 
(| nested to ascertain by means of 
|M‘titions circulated among their 
constituents the preferences as 
between a downtown and a sub- 
urban site. \ 

The downtown site, it is stated, 
will be sutflciently large to accom- 
modate tlie buildings of the Uni- 
vei-sity, but will be without 
athletic Held, dormitories or cam 
pus. It is possible on the i*on- 
trary to secui-e a suburban site, 
within twenty minutes’ car ride of 
the center of the city, where there 
will be abundance of room for a 
cam|>iis, the dormitories'” and an 
athletic field in addition to the 
various university buildin{js. 

While the canvas of the student 
body has not yet Imeii completed, 
the vote so far hiken shows a de- 
cided preference for the suburban 
site. The proportion in favor of 
the out-of-town location is esti- 
mated at lietween six and ten to 
one.
